East New York won a third prize 
in the group project category and 
an honorable mention in the individ¬ 
ual entries at the borough exhibit 
center of the 21st School Science 
Fair which was held in Clara Barton 
Vocational H. S. on April 11th. 
Awards at the Science Fair were 
made on the basis of accuracy, orig¬ 
inality, technical skill, timeliness, and 
social implication. The E.N.Y. proj¬ 
ect that merited the $25 bond award 
was an unusual torsion testing ma¬ 
chine. The machine, which will be 
used to determine stresses in metals 
or plastics quickly and accurately. 
The project required the coopera¬ 
tion of the school's drafting depart¬ 
ment, machine shop, and welding 
shop. The boys who worked on the 
project had to apply the skills they 
have developed in their shops to the 
theory they were studying in the ma¬ 
terials testing laboratory. They fre¬ 
quently had to find material which 
could be adapted for the job. The stu¬ 
dents responsible for the construction 
of the machines were: Henry Green¬ 
berg, Alan Halpner, Richard Viveri- 
to, Jose Reyes, and Anthony Calan- 
dra. Mr. Ward, Mr. Vas, and Mr. 
Huber were the teachers who guided 
the project.

Here’s How It Began: 
Science Fiction Films

In France, near the turn of the 
century, there lived a brilliant in¬ 
ventor photographer named George 
Melies, who was one of the first men 
to think of using moving pictures to 
tell a story. In the following years, 
Melies made thousands of short 
movies. He designed sets for them 
to be photographed on, and created 
many new shooting techniques for his 
cameras. The fade-out, still used to¬ 
day, is one of his original inventions. 

Probably the first science fiction 
movie ever made was filmed by this 
energetic little Frenchman. The title 
of the film, made in 1902, is A Trip 
to the Moon, This film story is based 
on Jules Verne’s original novel, 
“From the Earth to the Moon,” which 
just recently has been made into a 
full length color motion picture. 

Many people who would not have 
known of this short collector’s item, 
which is worth its weight in gold, 
have seen it as part of the prologue 
to Around the World in Eighty Days. 

In the twenties (this was still be¬ 
fore sound or color) Sir Arthur Co¬ 
nan Doyle’s novel, “The Lost World” 
was filmed. The “lost world” is a 
plateau, in the upper Amazon River 
Valley, containing remnants of the 
prehistoric past. An expedition ex¬ 
plores the plateau and captures one

Superintendant; and Mr. Jack, Super¬ 
intendant of Maintenance. Each of 
the representatives discussed a phase 
of Transit operation. 

The entire group of student editors 
was then divided into six separate 
groups, each having two guides to 
lead them through the maintenance 
and repair shops. However, before 
the tour commenced, the group was 
treated to a delicious buffet lunch. 

After lunch, the students started 
on their tour of the various installa¬ 
tions and observed actual mainte¬ 
nance and repair problems. 

During the tour, the Transit Au¬ 
thority spokesmen stressed the harm¬ 
ful effect of vandalism on service, 
and the tremendous cost of all re¬ 
pairs. The students were taken 
through many buses that were in¬ 
operative because of vandalism. 

How can anyone get through to 
these vandals, whose “show off” ac¬ 
tions have hindered many regular 
and school buses? The Transit Au¬ 
thority feels that publicity in school 
publications is the best method of 
purpose of the conference and tour. 
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doing this and that was the prime 
of the dinosaurs, after it is wounded 
doing battle with another beast. They 
transport the dinosaur back to Lon¬ 
don, where it escapes and spreads 
terror throughout the City. 

Not many movies have come up to 
the standard set by this “old-timer.” 
The miracle of stop motion photog¬ 
raphy was used, with great success 
in this motion picture. Not too long 
ago a picture was made in which a 
small part was photographed with 
the stop motion process; it was called. 
The Animal World. The scenes shown 
were very realistic, and were per¬ 
haps, even a bit better than those in 
The Lost World, but it has taken 
over 30 years for the cinematograph¬ 
ers to recreate scenes that were filmed 
over three decades ago. 

Some of the greatest science fic¬ 
tion movies to come out of Hollywood 
were made during the 1930’s. King 
Kong, Son of Kong, Frankenstein, 
The Invisible Man, The Shape of 
Things to Come, and the old Flash 
Gordon serials, all were made during 
this period. Many of King Kong’s 
super-visual effects have not been dis¬ 
closed by the producers up to this 
very day. 

Science fiction and horror were 
something new to the movie-going 
public as recently as twenty years 
ago. The pictures produced then were 
crude, but they paved the way to 
the super science movies of today. 
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Robert Kerick recently visited East 
New York and left us this account 
of his experiences since leaving 
school: 

Dea/r East New Yorkers: 

Soon after graduation I joined the 
Navy. My first assignment, after hoot 
camp, was the Naval Aviation school 
at Norman, Okla. At the end of this 
course I was sent to the Philippine 
Islands for 2 years. While there I 
worked in the Typhoon Center, a few 
miles outside of Manila. During this 
time I was able to take a few trips 
around the Islands. On the way home 
I stopped at Hong Kong and Japan.

All of the 
work I learned in the Meteorology 
class while here at East New York 
has been of great help to me. At the 
Naval Aviation School we had Me¬ 
chanical Drawing, Mathematics, Eng¬ 
lish, and Physics.
